L. H, Hiscock, a Member of the
Constitutional Convention, Shot
in the Stanwix Hall-Surren-
der of the Assaillant—Cole's
Statement of the Cause
of the Shooting, Etc.

ALBANY, June 4.—Albany was Lhrown into
vommotion to-night over n lr-agudf al Slanwix

ull  Atabout 5 this evenlog, Brevel Briga-
dier-General Uole, of SByracuse, stepped op to
L. Harris Hiseock. member of the Lt Logiala-
ture, and delegate 1o the Comstituiional Cons
ventlon, snd charged him withheommitting an
oulrage on his (Cole's) wife, while he(Cole) was at
the war., He immediately drew a plstol and
shot Mr. Hiscook lo the hend, the ball, entor-
ing just above the right oye, lodged in his
brain. General Cole then turned (o the by«
sianders, and sald “he was satistled, This
man,” be declared, “bad ontraged his wife;
and he was content with 1he desd he hnd com-
mitted,” He also stated that he knew that
death only awaited him for committing the
deed, “He was ready to dle,” he sald, and then
colled for a pollceman himsell, Mr. Hiscock
fell to _the floor, the blond pouring ont ef his
wound with great profusion. They were stind-
Ing immedintely In front of the desk In the
office of Blavwix Hull, My, Hiscook fell honvily
upon the marble floor. He rolled over once or
twice uptil he wus completely covered with the
blood which Jay in poolsaround him. The lm-
mense loss of blood made it impossible
for him to lve Jong. Medical assiat-
ance was Immedintely securcd, and every-
thing that was possible was done to save hlm
He lingered aboul ball an hour; bat nl & fow
minutes past i o’olock It was aonounced that
he was dead. The roport of the pistol wis heard
nearly two blocks, and the ory soon went out
that & man was shot, An lmmense orowd gath-
ered at the Stanwix Hall, rendering IL necessary
to glear the room, In order that the docto.s
might be able 10 do anything for him. The
deed will throw agloom over the Convention,
Mr. Hiscock has been a member of three soo-
cesslve Legislatures, and was last winter Chalrs
mnn of the Judlelary Commitice of the Assem-

y.

ALBANY, June 4—Evidence ellelited by the
Coroner's Jury summoned on the body of Mr
Hiscock 18 somewbhat contradictory In rogard
1o the point whetber General Colo spoke to Mr,
Hiscock before he fired thoe pistnl or not. One
witness declares that he told him that he (His-
¢ock) bad outraged his wife, that he (Cole) had
the evidenoe 1n Lils pocket, and then shot him
Anpother person standing olose by stutes thuat
Cole walked up und fired Lbe pistol withoul say-
lug o word, when be turned to the bystanders
and sald: “This man hounded my wife fora
year, and finally outraged hor,and he had the
evidencs In his pocket, "Miapping his hund onhis
breast cont pocket as he juade thisstalement.,
He then declared that he had obtained satisfac-
tlon and was ready to suffer the ponalty. He
was taken Immediately to the Station House,
and there took from his poeker @ letter
fromn his wife, Iln whicn slie stated that Hiscook
bad made improper advances, and had partinlly
succeeded in bis efforts. e then staled that
when he went to the war he left his family in
churge of Mr, Hisoock and other friends, and he
bad betrayed hlm, It appears that Mr. Cole
was al one Lime n doctor at Trumansburg, but
immediately preceding Lhe war was In the lum-
ber business at Syracuse, He went out as a
captain of s oavalry company, ind made o gal-
lnnt officer, and was yromoled to a fall briva-
dler- general—lnstend of brevel, as stated in my
former desputeh, One of the singalar facts con-
nectod with Lhis affuir is that his wife arrived
hére this nfternoon in company with a person
he name of John L. Cuyler, the Iatter regis-
1z her name as Mg, George Cole, of Byra-
hse,” and his own Inmmmedlately under liers,
They were glven sepurnle rooms.

the face these were particles In the skin,

Pirevious to the examination of Dr, Harans,
Mr. Corbett stated that he did not see Cole when
the pistol was fired, his back belng to hilm, and
that be could not add anything to hls testl-
maony.

The jury, after hearing the evidence, rendered
the following verdiol: —

“That the sald L. Harrls Hisoock oaime to his
death by o wound from ashot ftom & plstol ln
the band of George W. Cole, and fired by said
Oole.”

After the verdiet, Coroner Glilesple lssued his
warrant for the commitment of Cole ona charge
01 murder
